Nothing in this section shall prohibit an applicant(s) from requesting a waiver(s) in advance of
submitting an application for Special Exception to the Commission.

STANDARDS OF THE ZONING REGULATIONS AS FOLLOWS:

120F. PUBLIC HEARING. The Commission shall hold a public hearing on each application for a special
exception. A copy of such application shall be filed in the office of the Town Clerk for public inspection at
least ten (10) days before such hearing. Notice of the time and place of such hearing shall be published
in the form of a legal advertisement appearing in a newspaper having a substantial circulation in the
Town, at least twice, at intervals of not less than two (2) days, the first not more than fifteen (15) days, nor
less than ten (10) days, and the last not less than two (2) days before the hearing. Such notice shall fairly
and sufficiently apprise those who may be interested in the proceeding of the nature and character of the
matter proposed in order that intelligent preparation for the hearing may be made. Such hearing shall
commence within sixty-five (65) days after the receipt of the application. The hearing shall be completed
within thirty-five (35) days after it commences. The commission shall render a decision on all applications
within sixty-five (65) days after completion of such hearing. The petitioner or applicant may consent to
one or more extensions of any period specified in this section, provided the total extensions all such
periods shall not be longer than sixty-five (65) days, or may withdraw such petition or application.

Not less than fifteen days prior to the commencement of the public hearing, the applicant shall
post a notice of the hearing on the property involved. Said notice shall be in the form of a
freestanding sign, facing each adjacent public street, placed no more than thirty feet (30") from the public
right-of-way and shall be clearly legible from the public street. Said sign shall be produced of weather
resistant material, shall be legibly lettered with a minimum letter size of two inches (2”). The sign
shall not be greater than twelve square feet (12 sq. ft.).

The sign shall contain the following text:

“Application pending on this property before the Planning and Zoning Commission for Special
Exception approval for which a public hearing is being held:

Said sign shall not be removed until after the public hearing has concluded. (August 1, 2007)

Note: If no required sanitary letter and data accompanies this application, a complete application shall be
submitted to the Town Director of Health or the Town Sanitarian for review no later than the date of this
completed application is received by the Commission. A letter from the Town Director of Health of the
Town Sanitarian, along with a complete application, shall be filed in the office of the Town Clerk at least
ten (10) days prior to the scheduled public hearing.

This checklist is a guide to assist the applicant(s). It does not relieve the applicant from the responsibility
of being familiar with the Town of Essex Zoning Regulations and submitting a complete application.

Where the submission of information for a particular Special Exception application does not apply, the
response in the ‘provided’ column may be checked off as “no” and such information shall not be required.
